Of the $878 98 it was necessary to expend in repairing 

the washouts of the spring freshet on Bridge and Pleasant 
streets and the culvert at Indian brook about $250. I have 
also expended in draining Cemetery street $45.95, the bal- 
ance $583 03 has been expended in repairing the highways 
in the village and district No. 3. I have put in new, nine 
culverts and raised the grade of Pleasant street along the 
river. The expense of cleaning the streets during the sum- 
mer was about $70. I have paid for two-horse» team and 
driver 30 cents per hour, and for men 15 cents per hour. 
There being but little required to repair the macadam streets, 
and the bridge being out so that I could not cross the river, 
I thought best to finish macadamising Elm street and on 
Williams street to the foot of the Thompson hill. I have 
built on Elm street 1,465 square yards, and’ on Williams 
street, 1,162 square yards, at a cost of 12 1-3 cents per square 
yard—by far the lowest figures that we have been able to 
obtain. Elm street was macadamized to the Williams House 


| 24 
in I&1; since then it has been subject to very heavy traffic, 
and I do not see that the bed has changed in the least except 
Where it has been dug up for aqueducts, thus showing that 
we have adopted the right system and that macadamizing our 
streets is the most ecnomical way to maintain them. I have 
expended in the construction of sewers (under your direction ) 
$1,149 50; with this I have laid 3,690 feet of sewer pipe as 
follows: On Prospect street, 24 feet 12-inch pipe, 650 feet 
8-inch pipe, 135 feet 18-inch pipe, connecting the same with 
the Williams street sewer. In doing this I built two man- 
holes for connecting other sewers, one dam for flushing, and 
laid eight taps for connections for private families. On Me- 
chanic¢ street I laid 122 feet 12-inch pipe, 520 feet 8-inch pipe 
with five connections for private families. On Elm street I 
laid 11 feet of S-inch pipe, building five catch basins, and

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putting in 15 connections for private families; this sewer also 
connects with the large Williams street sewer. On Burnside 
street I laid 448 feet 6-inch pipe with one catch basin, and 
eight connections for private families. On Bunker Hill 
street I laid SSO feet 6-inch pipe, made one catch basin, 11 
connections for private families, and one T for new street. 
These sewers have been carefully laid and on grades in no 
case less than one foot in 100, necesitating in some cases the 
expense of deep cuts. I have expended on sidewalks $387.- 
25 with which we have -constructed gravel walk with rock- 
dust facing as follows: Winter street, 670 square yards ; 
Burnside street, 805 square yards: Water street, 153 square 
yards; Summer street, 316 square yards. ‘Total, 1,444 
square yards.
